Seeking a Northwest Passage.

SEVENTH PART.

Winter came on apace, but the Inves- 


tigators were ready for it now. Asa 
precaution, however, to meet the possi- 
ble contingency of escape from the polar 
regions not being effected in the forth- 
coming year, the allowance of food per 
diem was reduced to two-thirds of the 
ordinary rations; but, happily, at this 
time it was discovered that the land 
teemed with wild deer and hares. The 
northwest extreme of Banks Land was 
found to be far from being so sterile as 
the view of it from the sea had led them 
toexpect. Traces of musk oxen abound- 
ed, but perhaps the most extraordinary 
discovery of all was a great accumulation 
of fossil teees, as well as fragments not 
fossilized, lying over the extent o£ the 
laud, from an elevation of 300 feet above 
the sea to its immediate level. A ravine 
was found some miles inland, the north 
side of which, for a depth of forty feet 
from the surface, was composed of one 
mass of wood similar to that above de- 
scribed ; some of the wood nas petrified 
This remarkable phenomenon opens a 
vast field for conjecture, and the imagin- 
ation becomes bewildered in trying to 
realize the period of the world's history 
when the absence of ice and a milder 
climate allowed forest trees to grow in a 
region where now the ground-willow and 
dwarf birch have to struggle for ex- 
istence. 


Amongst other remarkable proofs that 


the daily excursions of men and officers 
brought to light, oE the land, barren as 
it was in appearance, the discovery ol 
lakes with fish in them was not the least 
worthy of note. Two of these lakes 
were discovered, one of them flrmlj 
fro/.en over, while the oilier had not; 
particle of ice upon its surface. On an 
other visit the lake that was not frozen 
before now had some ice on the surface 
and through its crystal-like appearance 
could be seen plenty of fish—salmon- 
trout, from three inches to a foot in 
length. Traces of the Innuit or Esqui- 
maux were found here, showing that, 
even in this remote country, that extra- 
ordinary race of hunters and fisherb had 
not failed at one time to extend theii 
wanderings. 


The rapid rise in the temperature in 


April 1852, decided Capt. McUlure upon 
preparing to start tor Melville Island 
with a sledge, in the hope of finding some 
of Capt. Austin's ships, or ascertaining 
what depot of provisions had been placed 
there by Capt. Austin, so as to secure a 
retreatahould the "Investigator" not es- 
cape from her present position. The 
Japt. left the ship with six men on Api il 
IHh. The journey was a trying one. 
Winter Harbor was -re;iched !it an early 
lour on the 28th, but all were sorely dis- 
appointed in not finding either vessel or 
provisions. Shortly after this visit ot 
Japt. HcClureto Winter Harbor, a party 
:rom the "Enterprise," under Lieut. 
Parks, did reach Melville Island also, 
and must have crossed the tr,n'l of Mc- 
Clure, for Lieut. Parks saw one day the 
marks of a sledge and the foot prints of 
men; an4 that neither party should 
know of the other being so close is a 
strong proof of the difficulty of meeting 
one another in a climate like that of the 
frozen regions of the poles. 


There were two breaks to this aeries of 


>arren days during the close of the year, 
the one was on the 26th of October, the 
anniversary of the discovery of the 
Korthweat passage • the other on Christ- 
mas day. An extra issue of food aud 
some wine were given to commemorate 
.wo festivals which all felt were the hist 
that little community would spend to- 
gether. It was wonderful to see what 
care and economy of the stores brought 
rom home, as well as the skill of the 
portsmen, were able even in these cir- 
cumstances to effect. The good will aad 
determination of all to be merry in spite 
of adverse circumstances, compensated 
or whatever might be wanting. Al- 
hough there was not much to make 
men light-hearted or merry, but they 
were still determined to look as much as 
possible on the bright side of things. 


The new year of 1853 is about to com- 


mence ; not one of the original crew has 
alien by disease or accident, and all was 
more promising than might have been 
xpected. The resources of the ship 
were gradually failing or being reduced 
to the slenderest supply, and as a conse- 
.uencethe men became enervated but 
or tbe providential supply of fresh meat 
which still continued. Four deer fell in 
he first week of the year. Great diffi- 
ulty was experienced in keeping the 
hip dry, and every precaution was taken 
.0 check the increase of disease, whieh 
had already placed in the doctor's hands 
me-third of the crew of sixty men.

and thus give them the only chance of 
aving their lives which it was in his 
power to afford. They consisted of thir- 
.y of the most weakly hands divided in- 
o two parties of fifteen each. Lieut. 
laswell was to take charge of one via 
'•friffith Island to Cape Spencer, there 
mbark in "tne boat which Capt. Austin 
saiiJ he had left, and in her attempt to 
each Greenland. Lieut. Creswell was

When Captains Austin, Penny and Sir 
ohn Eoss returned to England, consid- 
rable difference of opinion existed as to 
he necessity for further search of Sir 


John Franklin; but his widow, who 
through all her trials aud sore disappoint- 
ments, never hesitated at any gacriflc 
to effect tbe rescue of her husband am 
his companions, maintained the necessit; 
so strongly that the Admiralty final! 
yielded and the search was resumec 
With regard to the efforts now makini 
in England to afford relief to the missinj 
ships "Enterprise" and "Investigator,' 
there was also considerable difference o: 
opinion, but the views presented by th 
father of Lieut. Creswell, of the "Inves 
tigator," to the Duke of UTorthumber 
laud, then the senior Lord of the Admir 
alty, convinced his lordship of the sound 
ness of Mr. CreswelTs views. A para 
graph was inserted in the orders unde 
which Capt. Belcher sailed, and his ex 
pedition, in consequence became divided 
for the two-fold object of seeking Frank 
lin and affording aid to Capts. SIcClur 
and Collinson; two vessels going up 
Wellington Channel, under Capts. Bei 
cher and Osborue; whilst the "Resolute1 
and "Intrepid," parting from them a 
Beechy Island, were, under the com 
maud of Capts. Kellett and McClintock 
to proceed to Melville Island, a dutj 
which, so far as the last named division 
was concerned, was faithfully executed 


In accordance with the instructions o 


the Lords Commissioners, the expedition 
under Capts. Sir E. Belcher and Kellet 
consisting of the "Resolute," "Assist 
ance," "Pioneer," and "Intrepid," lef 
England in the spring of 1852. On the 
15th of August of that year, the "Reso- 
lute," Capt. Kellett, and the "Intrepid,' 
Commander McCImtock, proceeded to 
wards Melville Island from the depo 
ship "North Star,'' Commander Pullen 
stationed at Beechy Island. 
Melvilh 


Island was reached on the 1st of Septem 
ber, and on the 5th the vessels of the 
western divisions made fast to the ice 
which yet filled up Winter Harbor. Th 
ships soon retired to a secure wintering 
place under Dealy Island, some distance 
to the eastward, without being aware 
that within 180 miles of them the "In 
vestigator" was then lying in wantol 
assistance. Such are the difficulties and 
chances which prevent one party from 
finding another in these regions. 


When Capt. Kellett was securely f roz 


en in he despatciied autumnal parties to 
lay out provisions for the use o£ parties 
he purposed sending out iu the ensuing 
ipring. 
One of these parties, under 


Lieut. Mecham, reached Winter Harbor 
when, happening to inspect more close- 
ly than usual the famous mass of sand 
stone on whicli Parry had caused his 
"hip's name to be engraved, Lieut. Me- 
cham could hardly credit his eyes when 
he discovered a document upon its sum- 
mit, detailing the accomplishment of the 
Xort'iwest Passage, and the position of 
the "Investigator," in Banks Land! 
Great joy was there in Capt. Kellett's 
squadron at having discovered one at 
least ot the ships they sought, and many 
an anxious discussion took place at Mel- 
ville Island whether they could next 
.spring send oft parties sufficiently early 
to reach the Bay of Mercy before Capt. 
McCluie was obliged to abandon his 
ship; aud, on the other hand, there were 
doubts whether he might not have been 
able to push on during the past summer, 
and have again to be sought in some 
other direction. Lieut. Pirn, of the 
"Assistance," was, with the surgeon of 
the same ship, told off to start with 
sledges from Melville Island to Banks 
Land, and on the 10th of March, 1853, 
they left their shipmates amidst the 
prayers and cheers of all. 


Meanwhile, April 1853had come inon 


the "Investigator;" the sledges were 
ready, the slender store of provisions 
was packed, those who were going strove 
to to sanguine, those who were to re- 
main behind had written to cheer up 
mothers, wives, sisters and sweethearts, 
who must have already begun to mourn 
for their long absence. On the 5th of 
the month the first death, since leaving 
England, occurred on board. On the 
6th of April a fine deer was hung up 
ready to be cut up for a hearty meal, 
that all hands were to partake of before 
their separation, which was to take place 
the following week, when an event oc- 
curred which rescued them from further 
suffering ai.d trials of fortitude. 


Captain McClure enters in his journal 


as follows: "While walking near the 
ship, in conversation with the First 
Lieutenant upon the subject of digging 
a grave for the man who had died, and 
discussing how we could cut a grave in 
the ground whilst it was so hard frozen, 
we perceived a figure walking rapidly to- 
wards us from the rough ice at the en- 
trance of the bay. From his pace and 
gestures we both naturally supposed at 
Orst that he was some one of our party 
pursued by a bear, but as we approached 
him doubts arose as to who he could be. 
Ue was certainly unlike any of our men; 
but recollecting it was possible some one 
might be trying a new traveling dress, 
preparatory to the departure of our 
sledges, and certain that no one else was 
near, we continued to advance, when 
within about two hundred yards of us, 
this strange figure threw up his arms and 
made gestures resembling those of the 
Esquimaux, besides shouting at tlje top 
of his voice words which, from the wind 
and intense excitement of the moment, 
sounded like a wild screech; and this 
brought us both fairly to a stand-still. 
The stranger came quietly on and we 
saw that his face was as black as ebony, 
and really at the moment we might be 
pardoned for wondering whether he was 
i denizsn of this or the other world, and 
had he but given us a glimpse of a tail or 
cloven hoof, we should assuredly have 
taken to our legs. As it was, we gal- 
lantly stood our ground, and, had the 
skies fallen upon us we could hardly have 
been more astonished than when the 
dark-faced stranger called out: 'I'm 
Lieut. Pirn, late of the Herald, and now 
of the Resolute. Capt. Kellett is in her 
at Dealy Island!" 


"To rush at and seize him by the hand 


was the first impulse, for tbe heart was 
too full for the tongue to speak." 


The news flew with lightning rapidity, 


;he ship was all in commotion; the sick, 
lorgetful of their maladies, leapt from 
;heir hammocks; the artificers dropped 
their tools and the lower deck was clear- 
ed of men; for they all rushed to the 
hatchway to be assured that a stranger 
was actually amongst them, and that his 
tale was true. 
Despondency lied the 


ship and Lieut. Pirn received a welcome 
that he will assuredly remember and 
cherish to the end of his days. In a very 
short time the dog-sledges with two men 
arrived, and long and eager were the 
conversations and questionings which 
ensued. 


Capt. McClure decided now at once 


upon going to see Capt. Kellett, and 
making arrangements with him for hav- 
ng all his sickly hands sent to Dealy 


Island, and tlienco home, whilst he, atil 
adhering to his original plan, endeavorei 
to carry home the "Investigator" b; 
waiting in her through another Arcti 
summer and winter, before abandoning 
her, and retreating to. Melville Island 
According to this determination Capt 
McClure left the "Investigator" with i 
sledge party and reached the "Eeso 
lute's" and,"Intrepid'a" winter quarters 
on the 19th of April. We can appreciate 
the meeting of these two officers, for they 
had parted on that eventful day in Ben 
ring Strait in 1850, when Capt. Kellet 
gave Capt. McClure an opportunity o 
waiting for his consort, which, had he 
accepted, the Northwest Passage wonh 
not have been achieved, and the search 
for Franklin would not have been com 
pleted upon even one line Irom ocean tc 
ocean. Capt. Kellett at first coneurrec 


i Capt. McCl ure's views of saviug tlie 
Investigator," but upon examination 


the ship was found to be unlit to be ex 
yosed to the intense severity of a fourtl 
Arctic winter, she was therefore aband 
oned after erecting a neat tablet over 
the graves of their three shipmates who 
had died at Mercy Bay, and that done 
on the 3d of June, 1833, the crew Uoistec 
the colors to the mast-head and turnec 
their backs upon her as sorrowfully as 
they would have done on an old well 
tried friend in his extremity. 


On the 17th the squadron at Dealy Is 


land was reached by the Investigators, 
who found that every preparation for 
their comfort had been made on boart 
the "Resolute" aud "Intrepid." 


Partly by bad weather and partly by 


an unaccountable train of unto ward luck 
the Investigate! s were detained iii the 
Arctic regions for over a year. The in 
competency o£ Capt. Belcher, undei 
whose command the expedition compos 
ed o£ the four ships, the "Resolute," 
•Pioneer," "Intrepid," and "Assist 
anee," as we have seen, sailed from Eng' 
land, was made appaient, when he, on 
the 20th of August. ]&•>!, ordered al! 
the officers and men, iii which were lit 
eluded those of the "Investigator," to 
desert the above named ships and get on 
board the "Xortli Star'' and make sai 
for England. These had just got on 
board when the "Ptxenix," Capt. Ingle- 
field, and the "Talbot," store ships, Capt. 
Jenkins, hove in sight round Cape Reily. 
A division oE men and officers then took 
p'ace to relieve the crowded decks of the 
"North Star," the "Pha'iiix'' and "Tal- 
bot" each taking a portion. That, and 
some other small arrangements complet- 
ed, no time was lost in beating a retreat, 
and on September bth all reached Disco, 
on the coast of Greenland, in safety, and 
eventually returned to England on Sep- 
tember 28th. 1-SG4. 


Thus ended the searcli for a North- 


west Passage, the search for Sir John 
Franklin continued uulil iSon. when the 
screw-yacht "Fox," of 177 tons burthen, 
returned to England and brought all the 
relics of the lost expedition that will, 
most likely, ever be known. 


The search to arrive at the north pole 


is still to some extent engaging the at- 
tention of several governments. 


Down the Mountain Side. 


A short, compactly built man with a 


heavy blonde mustache took a toboggan 
slide down Lookout Mountain the other 
afternoon. He went via the incline and 
made the trip from the Point Hotel to 
;he engine house, a distance of 4,50(1 feet, 
n three and one-half minutes, which is 
ust one-third the time that it takes a 
car to descend, lemarksthe Chattanooga 
Times. Fully 100 people saw him make 
the lightning-like descent and all were 
rreatly excited. The nervy coaster, 
however, was as cool as the proverbial 
cucumber, and. upon reaching the foot 
of the mountain, walked away as coolly 
as though it had taken him an hour to 
descend. About 4 o'c'ock the coaster 
appeared at the Point Hotel with what 
appeared to be a block of wood about 
eight inches square under his arm. On 
one side of the block was a steel horse- 
shoe, in the curve of which was a small 
langed wheel. The other side of the 
block was slightly concave. The block 
was put on the outside rail of the incline, 
•he wheel fitting close, and the horns of 
;he horseshoe were on either side. Then 
.he man put a heavy glove on his right 
hand, and sitting down on the block 
started down the mountain without 
more ado. He held his feet crossed 
straight and before him, and rested 
;hem on the iron rail. For a few feet 
the little one-wheel car moved slowly, 
and then the speed increased until it and 
ts human freight were going down the 
mountain at a rate that made the spec- 
tators hold their breath. When a curve 
was reached the coaster slowed up slight- 
y by pressing his heels against the rail 
and steadied himself by touching the 
cable with his gloved hand. Finally, 
when he reached the very heavy grade 
ust above the engine house he took off 
all brakes and came down like a shot 
out of a gun. Arriving at the bottom 
he put on the "heel" brakes aud gently 
came to a stop just in the depot. Coolly 
•ising from his queer vehicle he placed it 
under his arm and walked quietly away 
>efore any of the astonished spectators 
had a chance to recover their breath or 
ask any ques'ions.

Lafayette's First Battle. 


When Lafayette took the idea of ten 


dering his sword to the struggling Amer- 
ican colonies he had not reached_ hi 
twentieth year. In the armies of Franc 
be was known as the "boy soldier.' 
The young Marquis was almost afraid 
to present his boyish face to Silas Drane 
the American agent in France, and la; 
his offer before bin.. But he had an 
income of $40,000 a year, and so was 
able to fit out and come over to Amer 
ica at his own expense. 


He made his way at once to Genera 


Washington, who received bis young ally 
with many marks of distinction, am 
Congress gave the boy a commission as 
major general, whereupon he at once 
joined the American army in the snow! 
at Valley Forge. 


The British at the time occupied Phila 


delphia. There they had lorded it over 
the people, who were sorely anxious for 
Washington to capture the city and de 
liver them from English rule. 


One day the British sent out a force 


to burn some Americanshippingbetween 
Philadelphia and Trenton. They accom 
plisned their purpose wall. More than 
fifty vessels were destroyed. Besides 
they carried off a lot of provisions, anc 
a number of patriots were killed. This 
roused General Washington. He sen' 
Lafayette with 2,oOO men and five pieces 
of canuon across the Sehuylkill. 


The young Marquis took post at a 


place called Barren Hill, where there 
was an old church. The hill was aboui 
12 miles from the American camp, anc 
was visible from the highest portion of 
the patriot cantonment Lafayette chose 
this ground as a good entrenchment. 


Lafayette made the house of a Tory 


Quake.r his headquarters. This man, 01 
course, lost no time in sending word to 
Sir Henry Clinton, the British com 
mander 


Sir Henry thought it would be an ex- 


cellent thing to surprise the "boy strip- 
ling"—that was what the British called 
Lafayette. He decided, with a laugh 
to show the world how easily an Eng 
lish commander could pick up one of 
America's foreign allies. On thenighl 
of the 19th of May he sent General 
Grant with five thousand of the choicest 
troops he had to "bring the young Mar- 
quis in." 


General Grant succeeded in reaching 


a position m the rear of the Americans. 
Another detachment of the English 
army, under General Grey, crossed the 
Sehuylkill, and took post three miles be- 
low Barren Hill. And then, as if this 
was not enough to insure the trapping 
of the young fox, another force, lt-d by 
Sir Henry in person, marched through 
Germantown to close up the last avenue 
of escape, until the whole British army 
was out to surround the French lad. 


It happened that a portion of Lafay- 


ette's militia had disobeyed orders, and 
it was their disobedience which allow- 
ed General Grant to work round and 
so nearly surround the Americans be- 
fore his presence was discovered. La- 
fayelte was astonished and very wroth, 
in the early dawn of the next day, to 
see redcoats in the forest, and to learn 
that another force of the enemy was 
just below. 


A strong trap was really closing on 


the Marquis. Trie situation was critical. 
There were but two fords for crossing 
the river and one of them was already 
in possession of the enemy. The other 
was farther from Lafayette's camp than 
from that of General Grant's ; but the 
young Marquis resolved to march for 
it and make a run for the American 
camp as it was the only loophole left 
urn. 


The British were much amused, con- 


gratulating themselves on their clever 
tactics and thinking the fight won and 
the game in the net. 


The road to Matson's Fold, the ford 


for which Lafayette had resolved to 
race, was screened by a slope of hills 
and thick woods which lay between 
um and Grant's columns. After some 
thought he dispatched very small col- 
umns into the woods, instructing their 
eaders to show themselves now and 
.hen; in order to induce Grant to be- 
ieve the Americans were marching to 
an attack. This ruse was completely 
successful. General Grant halted and 
began to prepare for a pitched battle, 
while the mass of the American forces 
marched as rapidly as they could down 
to the ford. 


It was one of the neatest tricks of 


;he whole Revolution. The Americans 
marched without noise, Lafayette bring- 
cg up the rear, and from time to time 
;ue heads of the little columns which 
had deceived Grant fell back and joined 
n tie retreat. 


The ford was reached in safety, but 


jefore Lafayette could really cross the 
river another British detachment came 
up, and he had to stop and face the 
music. 


With the five cannon which he had 


wrought along with him he opened on 
;he redcoats and for some time a most 
stubbo.n little flght was had, in which 
ihe Americans lost nine men, but they 
finally succeeded in getting across the 
river, and with the Schuylkill between 
lim and the foe whom he had so clev- 
erly outwitted, Lafayette and his little 
irmy were safe. All General Grant 
and General Grey and Sir Henry Clin- 
ton could do was to march ba«k to 
?hiladelphia, chagrined over their dis- 
comfiture by the "stripling Frenchman" 
and his few soldiers.

The Day of Birds. 


The establishment of a holiday to be 


known as "bird day" is favored by Mr 
Morton, Secretary of Agriculture, whose 
name is associated with the observanc 
of Arbor Day. In reply to a letter on 
the subject from the superintendent o 
schools at Oil City, Pa., the Secretary 
says: "It is a melancholy fact tha 
among the enemies of our birds two o 
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honest boy will be ashamed to own thai 
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luman nature by the nobler impulses 
and aspirations that should characterize 
advanced civilization." 
Apart from 


sentimental considerations, the indis- 
criminate slaughter of birds should be 
stopped because of the injurious results 
to agriculture. May species of birds 
perhaps most, are invaluable to farmer: 
as destroyers of insects and worms thai 
prey upon the crops. They do far more 
good than harm, and the cruel and fool- 
ish warfare that has been waged against 
them probably accounts for the increase 
in insect pests in many sections. The 
establishment of bird day and the study 
of the habits and character of the vari- 
ous bird families would produce an in- 
telligent appreciation of this fact and 
would enable farmers to distinguish be- 
tween their feathered friends and foes. 
•Bird day" is a good idea, and it is to be 
hoped that it may be added to the list of 
our useful holidays—Sallo. Sun. 


Ill Hicks's Forecasts. 


From loth to 14th is the neft regular 


period of change and storm. A very 
warm wave is apt to appear by the nth, 
in western regions, and during the three 
days next following, storms of much en- 
ergy and wide scope will traverse the 
country from west to east. Another 
very cool wave for the season will come 
in behind to storms, causing several 
days of much cooler weather in the conn 
try generally. Heavy rains may reasona- 
bly be expected during the last named 
disturbances, namely, about the llth, 
12th, 13th, during whieh time a series ol 
daily storms, recurring near the same 
time of. day, or night, for several days 
need not be unlocked for. Watch ba- 
rometers, temperature and direction of 
wind ; if barometer fails to rise after one 
storm passes, with wind still in east and 
south, expect another storm from the 
west, and so on until conditions change. 


The cool weather following the storms 


of the last period will give place to war- 
mer, aad secondary storms will appear 
n many places about the 17th and 18th, 
mmediately after which, the barometer 
will rise rapidly to a very high reading, 
attended by a sharp change to cooler. 


From 21st to 25th falls the next storm 


period, during which time it will grow 
very warm and many storms of rain, 
;hunder aud wind will appear. In all 
;hese disturbances the intelligent use of 
the barometer and correct observation 
of wind currents will foreshadow with 
much certainty the coming aud the in- 
«nsity of storms. About the 27th and 
28th will be central the last disturbances 
for May, bringing fair and cooler days 
and nights for the closing month. 


In the nature of things May must 


>ring more or less violence in a meteoro- 
ogical way, but there is a marked ab- 
sence of disturbing causes, so far as 
other planets are concerned. There are 
reasons to believe that storms will not 
be unusually frequent and heavy ; but it 
will be the part of prudence to watch 
hem all and be prepared to take refuge 
Tom all that may carry in their cloudy 
folds the desolators of towns and hearts 
and homes. 


We believe that May and June will be 


propitious for agricultural interests, to 
ill who will make good use of their op- 
portunities. Let crops be planted with 
ill the haste consistent with thorough 
preparation, and let the early stages of 
cultivation be as rapid and perfect as 
wssible. With a clean, pulverous con- 
dition of the soil, as a general thing there 
will be ample moisture in June to start, 
and even mature crops, especially the 
eaily crops in all the southern parts of 
the country. The Venus equinox in 
ruly is favorable for rains of more or 
ess frequency, even in that month, so 
hat all crops that cart be brought to ma- 
turity by August, may, we think, be 
counted on with much assurance. We 
fear that the "hot winds" and much lack 
jf general rains will make greatly against 
farmers who are caught with crops whose 
success depends upon good seasonable 
conditions after the middle of July, 
irops that cannot be matured so early 
should, by all means, be given unceasing 
cultivation. A perfectly clean, thorough- 
y pulverized soil is almost absolutely 
>roof against tbe inroads of drought, for 
iven weeks and months. Prepare for 
he worst, then you will not only be 
ready should it come, but i? the worst 
does not, you will be prepared for the 
tenefits of the best.

He was now on a 
sound financial basis. In 1.%J be bought 
another tract of land, paying the highest 
price ever given in Kimberley. But be 
made from that speculation alone $100,- 
000.

mand he began operations in diamond 
mining stocks. 


His system was to amalgamate differ- 


ent mines, and thereby centralize capi- 
tal. At the present time he represents 
one-half of the diamond exports of the 
Kimberley mines.

income must be. Diamonds weigiiing 
38,000,000 karats, or seven aud a half 
tons, have been found at Kjrubeiiey 
since be purchased his first claim.

These figures are given by 
George F. Kunz, of Tiffany & Co., atd 
may be relied upon as correct. 


It is only a question of time and of the 


continuance of the diamond yield when 
Mr. Barnato will eclipse in wealth the 
Indian Maharajah and the big million- 
aires of America. Yet the bulk of bis 
wealth has been accumulated within the 
past 10 years. As diamonds are small 
and can easily be smuggled out of the 
mines by tbe workmen, it is found neces- 
sary to keep the strictest watch upon 
them.—Chicago Timts.

Our Washington Letter. 


WASHINGTON, May 11,1894. 


Editors of Compiler: The more the 


Democrats study the proposed amend- 
ments to the Wilson tariff bill, and the 
causes which led up to their adoption by 
the sub-committee, the less they object 
to them as a whole. When the amend- 
ments were first made public there were

Even Senator Hill is expected to 
vote for the bill, although it is under- 
stood' that he has about made up his 
mind to first teat the sense of iibe Senate 
regarding the income tax, by moving 
that the bill be recommitted to the Fi- 
nance committee with instructions to re- 
port it without the income tax.

clined positively but politely to make 
any additional statement concerning his 
intentions, since the amendments were 
made public. 
There are few Demo- 


crats, however, who believe that his vote 
will be cast against the bill when it is 
put upon its passage.

of the Battlefield Memorial Association vs. 
The Gettysburg Electric Railroad Co., 
which was to have been heard last Sainrday, 
has been again deferred.

opened, that certain evidence which was 
offered by the plaintiff was not so set out in 
the bill as to give the defendants sufficient 
notice, by reason of which they plead sur- 
prise. This necessitated amending the bill 
BO as to have it in proper form. It is said 
by the counsel for the Memorial Association 
that the matter will be pushed to the end, 
that the amendment will be made and the 
case again taken up as soon as the rules of 
equity practice will allow. 


The Association contends that the poles

While clover often 


aeli very nicely with an oata crop, onr ezper 
ieoce has been tbat it seldom •lands tbe 
effects of tbe usually dry and heated term 
following tbe harvesting of the oata. This 
may be acconnted lor partly by tbe loose 
mellow condition tbe soil is always fonnd to 
be in after oats has been taken off, and part- 
ly by tbe yonng and lender condition, a 
tbat Beaaon, of tbe clover plant. To 
witb oats I wonld snggeet sowing clover and 
timothy mixed, as it will make a better ba 
and, I think, stand better. Experience, 
believe, baa established tbe practice of sow 
icg clover and timothy with wheat or rye a 
tbe sorest way of securing a good stand o 
grass. Yet I thank yon fur yonr "Rotation 
of Crops." It is worth a trial.

Usually they are kept 
check by parasites bnt tbe peculiarly favor 
able conditions of last year appear, at leas 
in some sections, to have permitted them t 
increase in nnnsnal numbers. The fac 
that they are unusually abundant in som 
sections this year does not prove tbat they 
will be again present in observable number 
next year. Next spring yon may bare grex 
difficulty in rinding a specimen.

Steady Fanning. 


Much has been written on this sub 


ject, yet many cases have been withii. 
my observation in the past, and are be- 
fore me at the present time, which g 
to prove that farmers many times disre- 
gard the fact (either from carelessness o 
ignorance) t,hat to do otherwise than con 
tinue a regalar rotation of crops anc. 
fare- steadily is to impoverished theii 
lands and bring calamity on their own 
heads. The cry "it don't pay," befor 
giving an impartial and intelligent tria 
to some particular branch of farming 
kills many s. man as a successful farmer 
Last season, and at present with th 
high price of hay, many will continue to 
mow the same fields five or six years, un 
til tbe seeding is run out and the land ex 
hansted. The result will be that the 
price of hay will go down—too low fo 
profitable hay-raising. Then we mus 
raise something else, and that mean 
grain, and in \vhat condition will these 
lands be to raise grain •> it ^3 no 
need an expert to tell that unless thej 
can be restored by heavy coats of ma 
nure, or something equally as good, the 
yield of grain will be very light, and the 
same result is true in continuous crop- 
ping with grain without seeding to 
clover or other grasses. 


I have been over these "bare spots,' 


to my sorrow, and know what it costs 
Seven years ago last season sheep were 
sold here at a great sacrifice by many 
farmers; they said it did not pay; so 
the sheep had to go, and every one was 
in for raising hay, which was then high. 
In two or three years good hay sold al 
from $4 to $6, and then the same men 
were sheep crazy, paying from $6 to $9 
per head for common stock. Now an- 
other change has come ; sheep are down 
and hay is up, and many are slaughter- 
ing sheep and mowing their lands to 
death. 


About seven years ago horses were 


high, and every man who had a horse 
wanted to sell him or trade him for a 
mare, so great was the craze for raising 
horses. And where is the horse market 
to-day ? Many farmers will answer the 
question with a long face; nearly every 
farmer's yard is filled with horses and 
colts for which he has little use, and 
cannot sell at anything like the cost of 
growing. Two years age I reduced my 
own stock of horses at public auction 
but did not escape a "big cut" in price 
in comparison with prices one and two 
years before. 


The same is trae of the cattle market; 


it has its "ups and downs"—also of hogs 
in the past two winters -in fact, it is the 
same with everything a farmer raises. 
If he undertakes to follow the high mar- 
kets it will lead him a merry chase. 
Many men and women to-day are striv- 
ing with the winter-laying hen, which is 
commendable, but I pi edict that eggs 
will soon reach a price even in winter 
that will sicken them in the hen busi- 
ness. Wheat is "flat," and many have 
not even sown any for their own bread. 


In fact, the only rational view seems 


to be that steady work in tbe direction 
of all around and diversified farming is 
the only true way to sutccess. Stop 
"plunging." Raise grain, hay and all 
the adaptable crops in rotation; keep a 
few sheep and cattle; raise now and 
then a good colt. Remember that the 
"rolling stone gathers no moss," and 
never allow high prices to be an incen- 
tive to abrupt changes.—Country Gen- 
tleman. 


Worth Thinking About. 


WHEN planting corn it should be the 


object to secure not only the game yield 
per acre as last year, but something 
more. It will cost no more to get an 
extra 10 bushels per acre than it will 
the regular crop, if judgment is given 
the cultivation of the laud. Grass and 
weeds are the agents which reduce the 
yield. 
— 


Do not cease planting peas, but aa 


soon as the first early plants are above 
ground plant for the second crop, and fol- 
low with others. Peas can be had in 
abundance through the season with but 
litte labor compared with their value 
on the farmer's table. 


IT is useless to grow onions, no matter 


how rich tlie soil may be, if the rows 
are not kept perfectly clean. Weeds 
and grass will destroy an onion bed 
in abort order, as onions prefer the 
land undisturbed by other plant*, hence 
f.2e ground must be kept loose and fine. 


EABLT cabbage may be set out aa 


soon as desired. Keep the young plants 
well hoed and the soil loose. To hasten 
them in growth sprinkle a teaapooufnl 
of. nitrate of soda around each plant 
one* a week. 


No manure is necessary around young 


tern the first year. They will have 
better and more roots the second year, 
and will then make faster growth, while 
manor* tbat a applied the first year 
will .Mm the inducement to Increase 
th* root opacity.

truck, sheaves of grain, a dairy wil 
dairy-maids, a pond with water fow 
etc., add interest to the scene. 


THERE is no nuisance on the farm 


greater than a muddy barn-yard. It 
not possible to give stock any proper 
care when one must wade knee-dee 
in mud to do it, nor are cattle well o 
when compelled to spend any portion o 
their time standing amid such filth 
Stock keeping will always be unprofl 
able in such conditions. 


CLOYEB hay is best saved and eure< 


by the proper use of hay caps. Clove 
cut in proper season is never wholly 
to put in the barn tbe day it is cut, a 
though some practice this method. 


THERE is nothing on the farm that is 


neater, prettier, or more attractive, than 


orchard that contains trees whic 


have been well whitewashed on th 
trunks. The contrast of the whit 
trunks with the foliage of tlie trees, an 
the surrounding vegetation, is alway 
pleasing.

COIIN and potatoes may be greatl 


improved by growing the seed with wid 
spaces, leaving but one stalk in a nil 
It is impossible to grow the best see( 
with several stalks in a hill. It wll 
take but little time to thin out an acr 
or half an acre of corn, and this wi 
make an abundant supply of good seec 
One-eighth of an acre of potatoes ca 
be thinned m a few hours, and nothin 
can be more important than growin 
the best seed. 


SUGAE beets!are worth more to fee 


to cows for milk and butter than th 
prices which the sugar-beet factories 
offer for them for making sugar. So i 
is not necessary that a farmer should b 
located near a beet-root sugar factory 
in order to make beet growing pa; 
If he has the right kind of cows he cat 
make more money feeding beets to them 
that he can sell them for in any othe 
way. The same is true of most of th 
grain products of the farm. 


VARIETIES of apples, pears and peach 


es are changing every few seasons, an 
a horticultural writer is of the opinio 
that when some strictly good kinds hav 
been introduced they should be grafte 
upon the old stocks. It this way th 
character of the orchard is constantl 
keeping abreast of the times. When 
certain variety takes well and sells we 
it can be propagated rapidly over a grea 
number of trees. 


Too many farmers fail to have thei 


manure well decomposed or "rotted. 
The manure cannot be serviceable unti 
it is completely decomposed, and th 
process of decomposition must tak 
place in the field if it has not occurrec 
in the manure heap. In the field decom 
position is slow, but in the heap it i 
rapid. It will pay to decompose th 
materials in the heap, as they will then 
be fine and in better condition fo 
spreading, while the hauling will be 
easier and the manure handled to bette 
advantage. 


A. SLIGHT raking or harrowing j,- — 


;he land early in the season will be more 
effectual in destroying weeds and gras 
than ten times the labor that may be 
jiven after the weeds are established 
t/abor is an item of expense, and shouh 
>e used economically by applying it a'

If every farmer would consider labor 
is something which should be used cau 
;iously and with judgment, according 
.o its value, a better system of cultiva- 
Jon wonld be the result. 


The Cry for Farm Laborers. 


Farming is the bottom industry in 
his country. In all countries, in which 
conditions are not largely artificial and 
exceptional, farming is the master in- 
dustry. The fact that farmers in the 
Jnited States cannot get hands enough 
;o supply the demand at a time when 
he land resounds with the clamor of 
he unemployed for work to do shows 
hat there is a disarrangement and want 
f symmetry in our industrial methods. 
We have seduced away from the farms 
to the shops, from the country to the 
ity, the young men who should hold the 
low, by placing Government premiums 
pon nearly every other form of indus- 
ry except agricultural industry. We 
ave gone further, and have enticed 
rom European countries thousands of 
aborers, skilled and unskilled, to enter 
nto competition with our own labor in 
he mines and manufactories, and in 
11 that Tougher labor of construction 
which demands no greater intelligence 
ban enough to handle a pick or a 
hovel, or to sweep the streets. The 
reater number of these laborers do not 
nderstand our language, do not make 
fflcient helpers in the fields, and do 
ot like farm work. Agriculture has 
bus been first robbed of its natural and 
roper source of labor supply, and, see- 
ndly, frustrated in securing an alterna- 
ive supply by arbitrary interference 
'ith natural adjustments. 
The building up of one set of indus- 
ries at the expense of other industries 
as produced the usual and inevitable 
onsequences of distress and dislocation, 
"he lesson of the past year has been 


costly one; but it has served to show 
ery clearly "where we are at" and 
what is the trouble with us.—PMla.
